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DATA PROCESSING 


On November 18th and 19th, the New Jersey State Highway 
Department was host to the Sub-Gommittee on Accounting 
and Administration of the National Highway Engineering 


Exchange Program of Region I. 


Following is an excerpt from the minutes of that meeting 
as received from the Secretary, who is the Supervising 


Programmer of New York State: 


"The Meeting was called to order at 9:30 on Wednesday, November 
18, by Chairman Dick Hansen, who introduced a most honored 
guest, Mr. Dwight Palmer, New Jersey Highway Commissioner. 

Mr. Palmer demonstrated a very sensitive insight into EDP 
implementation problems as he addressed the Sub-Commi ttee. 
While expressing an understanding of the problems encountered 
in both the design of new systems and the acceptance of even 
the existence of a Data Processing Bureau in most Highway 
Departments, he charged us with a most particular responsibility. 
We in data processing must become familiar with all possible 
functions of our respective Highway Departments; we must 
become not only technical experts, but administrative experts 
as well. An interesting thought was expressed - that we are 
our own competition. We were further admonished to maintain 
a very important perspective to always be on guard; to 
remember that the equipment is there to work for us - we 


do not work for it! 
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DATA PROCESSING, cont'd. 


Mr. Palmer concluded with an observation based on many 
years of an industrial association with one of the 
larger wire and cable manufacturers and then more years 
as the New Jersey Highway Commissioner. He believes 
that if we in Data Processing remain practical, down 

to earth and not professorial, the operations of our 


respective Highway Departments can be competitive." 


Concurrent Audit 
"Myles Murphy, Systems Analyst, New Jersey Highway Department, 
distributed the procedures currently in effect in New 
Jersey to effect concurrent billing for pederst reimburses 
ment. He outlined the procedures, describing in detail 
the specific handling of such accounts as Rights of Way, 
Engineering Charges, Disallowances, Final Agreements and 


so On. 


Questions were asked during Mr. Murphy's presentation and 


prompted commentaries from the other States. 


Most interesting to all present was the "Statement of 
Intentions" submitted by the State of New Jersey to the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads and the working relationship 
between the State and Public Roads as the. system was 


- developed.

Maryland is also on coricurrent audit, and it was 
interesting to note the dis-similarities of two systems, 


achieving the common result -- instant reimbursement! 


Commentary generated during and after the discussion 
of concurrent audit included the age old problem of 


numbering projects, highways, contracts, etc.” 
TRAFFIC 


Over the years the Highway Department has kept a continuing 
record of the traffic on the State Highway System. It is 
felt the following recent comments from one of the Department's 


Traffic Analysts should be of interest. 


"New Jersey has more traffic per mile of road than any other 
State . .. . total motor vehicle travel in New Jersey has 
been tripling every 20 years. This trend is still continuing, 
and on some State highways the growth is even twice as fast. 
At this rate, there will be, 20 years from now, three times 

as much traffic as there is now, and 40 years from now, nine 
times as much traffic on the average road in the State . « -« 
Next year (1965) there will be more than one billion more 

car miles travelled in New Jersey than this year. On the 
average day, there will be more than 3 million more car 


miles travelled next year than this year." 
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HIGHWAY USER FUNDS 


This month the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads released figures 
on the disposition of receipts from state gasoline taxes and 


motor vehicle fees throughout the nation for calendar 1963, 


The report indicated that, after subtracting the costs of 
collection and administration, New Jersey had $199 million 
available for distribution, or 3.4 per cent of the national 


total of $5,898 million, 


New Jersey allocated $45 million for improvement of its 

State Highway System and another $9 million for what the Bureau 
of Public Roads defines as “state highway purposes" --- 

which also includes park, forest and other state roads, 

state highway police, safety, and retirement of bond 


issues, 


Both of these figures represented 1.4 per cent of the nation- 


wide outlay for the same purposes. 


Out of the national total of $5,898 million available for 
distribution, $5,356 million, or about nine-tenths, was distributed 
for highway purposes at all levels including county and 

municipal roads. In New Jersey, out of $199 million, $73 

million or approximately 37 per cent was distributed for 


highway purposes at all levels of government. 
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HIGHWAY USER FUNDS, cont'd. 


Nationally, $502 million was distributed for what the 
Bureau of Public Roads defines as "non-highway use". 
In New Jersey, the amount was $126 million or approximately 


one-fourth of the national total. 


The Bureau of Public Roads’ report indicated that New 
Jersey was one of five including Alaska, Delaware, New 
York and Rhode Island, which place all highway user 

taxes in the State General Fund. However, it was the only 


one that allocated any of these funds for non-highway purposes. 


PENN-JERSEY TRANSPORTATION STUDY 


The establishment of a Bi-State Agency complying with the 
Federal Highway Act of 1962, to continue the regional 
planning approach inaugurated by the Penn-Jersey Trans-— 
portation Study, was the topic of discussion at a meeting 


on November 17, 1964, 


The structure of the successor agency was discussed in 
detail. A consensus was reached which provides optimum 


roles for the states and local governments, 


Recognizing that Federal Aid funds for planning are subject 
to fiscal control by the States, it was concluded that 


equal representation of states and local governments on the 
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PENN JERSEY TRANSPORTATION STUDY, cont'd. 


Executive Committee would provide a practical balance 


for the administrative control of the successor agency. 


The programming and conduct of the study dealing with 
individual projects and the development of planning toward 
actual reports is bested in the Policy Committee. The needs 

of local government will be relayed through its representatives 
on the Policy Committee, eleven of which represent either 
county or municipal governments. The decisions agreed to by 
the Policy Committee as to the conduct of the study Huis 

be submitted to the Executive Committee for their approval 


and.implementation from an administrative and fiscal standpoint, 


An agreement providing for the establishment of this agency 
is presently being prepared separately by both states. These 
drafts will be merged into a single document conforming to 
the statutory requirements of both states at a joint meeting 
in the near future. This agreement will then be presented 

to municipal and county representatives for review and 


comment. 
ATLANTIC CITY URBAN AREA STUDY 


The contract agreement establishing coordination with the 
local communities was accepted by Commissioner Palmer and 
forwarded to Commissioner Roe for his signature. The De- 


partment of Conservation and Economic Development questioned 
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ATLANTIC CITY URBAN AREA STUDY, cont'd. 


the organizational SE ruGHIrE proposed by the Highway 
Department. A meeting with Mr. Donald Stansfield of 
Commissioner Roe's staff was held on December 4, The 
Department of Conservation and Economic Development's 
comments were reviewed at this meeting and a memorandum 
was prepared to Commissioner Palmer in which their views 
were outlined. The Bureau of Planning and Traffic found 


most of these comments to be acceptable. 
“'TRI-STATE TRANSPORTATION STUDY 


The staff of the Bureau of Planning and Traffic has once 

again undertaken the preparation of a contract agreement with 
the local communities in an effort to pave the way for the 
eligibility of this study by July 1, 1965. Since the Federal 
Government considers the Tri-State Transportation Study to 

be an exceptional study in view of its magnitude, their 
requirements in regard to local community participation may 

be somewhat different than it is with other urban studies 

of this nature. To date, we have not received any clear 
indication of what is required by the member Highway Departments 
insofar as compliance with the Highway Act of 1962 is concerned. 
‘However, it is our intention to proceed with another sample 
agreement in the hopes that this will be acceptable to the Bureau 


of Public Roads. 
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PLANNING AND TRAFFIC -- GENERAL 


Much of the time of the administrative staff during November 
was spent on the preparation of the final construction 
program for fiscal 1964-65. This work was completed and 
released. The staff will immediately commence with the 
preparation of a firm 3-year construction program in 
keeping with the recommendations of Booz, Allen and 


Hamilton's Report. 


The Bureau of Public Roads has once again requested that 
we concentrate a larger portion of our programming efforts 
on the correction of high accident spot locations. It 

is apparently the desire of the Bureau of Public Roads that 
Federal monies be utilized in the remedial construction at 
these spot locations. Further, they have indicated that 
before and after accident analyses will be required. The 
difficulty in complying with the Bureau of Public Roads’ 
request is two fold: 

1. The accident information that we receive from the 
Division of Motor Vehicles indicates accidents in 
sufficient detail with the exception of exact 
location of accidents which are reported by route 
and municipality. This is not a good indication 
as far as spot location is concerned. It is, therefore, 


impossible from our present records to determine a 
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PLANNING AND TRAFFIC -- GENERAL, cont'd. 


priority list of our SGV aga spot locations 
and consequently, equally impossible to conduct 
before and after studies. A means of recording 
pinpoint locations for such accidents must be 
eventually developed. This information is on the 
accident report received by Motor Vehicles, but is 
not recorded on the punch cards which are used in 
our analyses. 

2. The type of projects which end Bureau of Public. 
Roads refers to as spot location improvements are 
the construction of a single’ jughandle at a 
particular intersection, the construction of a 
barrier curb on a structure, the installation of a 
short length of guard rail on a existing highway, 
the easement of curvature at a particular point, the 
construction of superelevation on a particular curve, 
etc. The Department is presently doing this type 
of work, but has traditionally accomplished this 
by use of 100% State funds. It would involve a 
considerable loss of time and much red tape if 
these were made Federal projects. In some instances, 
we even may have to go into force accounts. Nevertheless, 
an effort will be made to include a number of "S" 


projects in the 3-year construction program presently 


being prepared. 
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10. 


ENGINEERING COMPUTER BUREAU 


During October programming was initiated to utilize the 
1311 disk drive scheduled for delivery in December. 
Initially, the single disk drive will be used as a storage 
device for computer programs and will enable us to assemble 
our Fortran and SPS Programs more rapidly. It will also 
enable us to operate the computer under monitor control. 


Monitor turns control of the processing over to the computer. 


We expect to have three new applications that utilize the 
new disk drive in operation by January. The part of December 
that remains after installation will be used for testing 1311 


programs. 


We also expect to prepare the first Status of Plans report 
on the computer in December, The details for this report 
were "jelled" in October and the CPM reporting diagrams were 
sent to all field offices and consultants during November. 
However, the monthly report will not be issued until January 


in order that it may be thoroughly checked for discrepancies.

Division of the Department. Their salary, as a result of 
this, is now $1.82 with the potential of rising to $2.22 
an hour. All Foremen agreed that the program was a great 
success and all Foremen would like to see more programs 


like this. 


The final session of the Supervisory Management Training 
Course was held on Friday, November 13, 1964, The Training 
Section is now in the midst of compiling 236 questionnaires 
that were completed by the course participants. These 
questionnaires covered a multitude of management and 


supervisory areas, as well as a course appraisal section, 


The Hearing is continuing to send five supervisory-level 
employees to attend the Business Communications (letter writing) 
| Course, being held at the Civil Service Department, in 
conjunction with Trenton State College. From talks with 

the participants, they feel the course is extremely beneficial 


and interesting. 
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TRAINING PROGRAMS, cont'd. 


The Rutgers Extension Division course in Mix Proportioning 
Technology for ten Department employees covering the 
various aspects of concrete technology was completed this 
month. The participants found it a most interesting course 
and hope to be able to utilize all the information they 


obtained. 


Future Programs 


The Training Section met with Mr. George Hutchinson, of the 
Laboratory, and reviiewed a tentative program in Laboratory 
Technology, worked out by Mr. Hutchinson, for all Laboratory 


Technicians. 


The Training Section has contacted the Director of the 
Right of Way Division regarding a second session on Right 


of Way Technology for Division employees who were not 


able to undergo the Right of Way Division's course last year. 


The Training Section contacted the Supervising Engineer of 
the Bureau of Road Construction regarding a Highway Inspector 
Technology Program for the winter. This Section has been 
invited to puptiel pate with a steering committee of engineers, 
to be selected in the near future, to formulate a tentative 


' program. 


Mr. Curran of the IBM Corporation was contacted regarding 


an educational program for Department employees for the

possible installation of an IBM 360 system. A preliminary 


meeting has been arranged. 


Since adequate facilities for training are now available, 

the reintroduction of an Employee Orientation Program is 
under development. The program, this time, will include all 
new employees and will run from 10:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. The 
programs will include several guest speakers and will 

cover such areas as Department history and organization, 
Department policy and procedure, Civil Service in New Jersey, 


etc. 


Upon completion of this phase, employees will be required to 
have forms signed by their immediate supervisors and their 


superiors, thereby insuring some uniformity in employee 


& 


induction and job training throughout the Department. 


The Training Section is now preparing a Stenographic Refresher 
Course for Clerk Stenographers and Senior Clerk Stenographers 
in the Department. The initial program would not exceed 30 
girls and the training time required for such a program would 
be quite short. This program is expected to get underway 


some time in the latter part of January.

Although 
the tire under normal use does improve traction, it was felt 
that use of the tire would tend to give the driver bad 
driving habits which could prove detrimental when he drives 


an automobile not equipped with studded snow tires. 


Colored Paving 


Observed the laying of a colored pavement in the resurfacing 
of a portion of Ocean Avenue in Deal, New Jersey. Four 

colors were used, namely: white, gold, green and blue. The 
area treated was 200 feet long and 50 feet wide. One 12% foot 


wide lane of each color,% inch thick was laid.

Construction and maintenance programs continued to operate 
at a higher than normal rate. The continued moderate weather 


influenced the high rate of production. 


During this period, 85 construction projects were under way. 
Forty-seven projects were completed during November as 


compared to forty-three in October. 


There were 50 maintenance and repair projects under way. 
Forty-three projects were completed during November as compared 


to seventy-nine in October. 


The Division Office received 262 items for final review and 


approval. Final action was completed on 152 items. 
ROUTES 80 and 95 - EXPERIMENTAL TEST SECTIONS 


Personnel associated with this project were two Assistant 
Engineers Highway and also an Assistant Engineer Highway 

was employed up to and including November 15. Also, a 
geenge Engineer Highway, a Principal Engineering Aide, and two 


Engineering Aides I were employed for a total of eight working 


days. 
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ROUTES 80 and 95 - EXPERIMENTAL TEST SECTIONS, cont'd. 


Construction of all the test sections have been completed. 
All measurements of rutting, Benkelman Beam deflections, 


roughometer data, profiles, and cross-sections were completed. 


Work remaining is the plotting and assembling of data collected 
and the evaluation of the initial data. Also, permanent 


bench marks must be established. 
INTERSTATE ROUTE 287 


An analysis of traffic growth in the Morristown area during 

the next 20 years indicated a need for careful design of 
interchanges on Route 287 within the city, together with 
relocation and improvement of some local roads immediately 
adjacent to the interchange ramps. However, consultation 

with members of the Board of Aldermen, School Officials and 
others indicated that the preliminary schemes developed by 

the Highway Department would arouse a great deal of controversy 


at this time. 


A new model was constructed with overlays indicating the 
various stages of interchange construction which might be 
desirable over a period of years as the volume of movement 

| in and around the city increased. The basic model, together 
with future schemes, was the subject of exhaustive discussion 
with Federal Highway Administrator Rex M, Whitton and members 


of his staff in Washington. As a result, it has been determined 
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INTERSTATE ROUTE 287, cont'd. 


that at this time the Highway Department will construct 
only "basic" interchanges, relatively simple in nature, 
but in a manner so as to permit future development commensurate 


with the anticipated growth of traffic. 


It is felt this solution will be acceptable to all parties 
at interest, since the Highway Department's engineering 
staff is firmly convinced that the residents of Morristown 
will themselves insist upon future development of the 


interchange areas within five or ten years. 
BOOZ, ALLEN AND HAMILTON REPORT 


The complete text of a detailed report prepared by the firm 
of Booz, Allen and Hamilton as the result of their exhaustive 
ten-month analysis of the Highway Department's organizational 
structure and fiscal and personnel needs was issued, without 


comment, December 6. 


A sample of editorial opinion indicates that most of the basic 
financial problems were well recognized. The general attitude 
seemed to be that the consultants had done a thorough job and 
that the Highway Department, now that it had in its possession 

a blueprint of desirable sininistrative action, should take such 
steps as are within its power to make the best possible use 


of the recommendations.

Mr. Chairman, distinguished guests, fellow "planners": 


May I extend to all of you my sincere appreciation for this opportunity to 
discuss with friends some of the mutual problems which face all of us in 
our everyday efforts to improve the movement of people and of goods in and 


through New Jersey. 


Transportation is a problem which confronts everyone, whether he be public 
official or private citizen, and nowhere in the world does it demand sound 


planning more insistently than right here in our own State. 


We could spend a great deal of the morning just listing the many factors 
which make the transportation problem in New Jersey unique -- the compact, 
densely populated nature of the State's metropolitan areas with urbaniza- 
tion constantly moving out into the dwindling rural areas, the tremendous 
traffic volumes five times the national average, the almost incredible 
number of interstate crossings, the State's geographical position as a 
"corridor" right in the center of the world's largest metropolitan complex, 


the fiscal plight of our railroads, and a great many others. 
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I do believe, however, that you folks have already heard all you want to 
about the problems, and what you are really interested in is solutions. 
Right now I want to register with you that I am no expert - and - frankly, 
as yet I haven't found one. Well, no one that I know of has yet developed 
a complete ''cure'', but we in State Government have, through our tribulations, 
charted what we believe to be an effective and perhaps the only possible 
approach to an eventual solution. Allow me to list for you just three of 
the basic concepts we consider essential to any progress in this field of 
endeavor: 

1. Planning must be professional, not political. 

2. Planning must be regional, not provincial. 


3. Planning must be realistic, not theoretical. 


It seems so axiomatic that partisan politics should be kept out of planning, 
that you might wonder why I should pinpoint it. Unfortunately, the experience 
of some of us at least has indicated that this "fact'' is more honored in 

the breach than in the observance. For example, we in the Highway. Department 
have evidence that at least one municipal master plan prepared by professional 
engineers was radically altered for no other reason than that it ran contrary 


to the thoughts of the politicians then in power. 


Now please understand -- we realize full well it is proper for municipal 
officials to review the proposals of professional planners, to comment on 
these proposals and even to oppose them on the basis that they fail to 
recognize the needs of the citizens. No one seriously contends that duly 
elected and responsible Bnict pal officials should allow themselves to 
become ‘rubber stamps" for professional planners. But - and this is the 


important thing - neither should they substitute their judgment for that 
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of the professionals merely to win an election. 


The line may be a thin one, but it is crossed by any public official only 
at his peril. This becomes even more apparent when we recognize, as we 
must, that planning in the urban society of today can have no regard for 
the artificial political boundaries inherited from the less complex past. 
While it is the case that many officials succeed themselves, no area can 
survive that switches from one plan to another because the governing 


officials change every couple years. 


While each of us may reside in a separate municipality, we are all 
residents of one tremendous metropolitan area, known as "megalopolis" 
to the technicians, and as such we share common problems with citizens 


in a great many other political jurisdictions. 


The time has long since passed when we can ignore this fact by burying 
our heads in the sand; it has been evident for some time and will be 


even more obvious tomorrow than it is today. 


May I remind you that years ago our country without all the intercommunicating 
systems presently available to us, was made up of many small self-centered 


communities - thousands of small businesses, each sufficient unto itself. 


Today our economy is completely changed - a strike or an issue of moment 
in a neighboring or even distant State has an appreciable effect upon 


our own activities - this we all too well appreciate. 


This along with so many other matters of mutual interest mark out our 
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interdependency. We cannot go it alone - we are bound together with too 


many ties to warrant just a local view. 


So our planning must likewise not be restricted by artificial boundaries. 
The provincial attitudes which have prevailed in some quarters in the past, 
with Municipality vying against Municipality, County against County and 
State against State, just have to be forgotten. Such competition is no 
longer fruitful, it is a dead weight around our necks. In fact, it has 
seriously delayed and hampered current efforts to plan for the mutual 


benefit of a great many citizens of "megalopolis". 


You all know that the 1962 Federal Highway Act established continuing, 
comprehensive, coordinated planning at all levels of Government as a 
prerequisite for receiving Federal funds for highway construction in 
urban areas after July 1, 1965. This requirement was the product of a 
joint study by the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, Department of Commerce, 
and the Housing and Home Finance Agency. The basic concept, as approved 
by the Congress, is being administered vigorously by the Bureau of Public 
Roads, and I might add that the Bureau views with some concern our failure 
to establish the organizations needed to perform the required planning 


on a formal basis. 


Studies in the North Jersey and Camden metropolitan areas were 
instituted some time ago and have already produced benefits of real 
value. Similar projects are being established in the Atlantic City 
and Salem: County areas. However, -there has been continued Sete eed 
in arriving at the terms of formal agreements with neighboring States, 


‘where such agreements are needed, and more particularly in reaching 
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agreement with the local governments concerned as to the composition of 
the so-called "policy" or "executive" committees which must determine 


the scope and general aim of the studies. 


As recently as Tuesday afternoon, members of the Highway Department staff 
and I participated in a conference with Pennsylvania representatives on 


the composition of the governing committees of the Penn-Jersey Study. 


We had a most friendly and understanding get-together and I mus t Say we 
not only got off on the right foot, but both feet. One or two more such 


meetings and the ship will be ready for a long and productive voyage. 


The cooperative approach is always the most practical. When men over 
seven years of age can't work together when it is for the mutual good, 


then they better turn the job over to others. 


And speaking of the realistic approach as contrasted with the theoretical, 
one thing we must always remember is that our plans must be kept within the 
scope of possible accomplishment. I'll have more to say on this in the 
specific area of mass transit, but the important thing is not to defer 

any practical gains which may be available in favor of a complete 
"overhauling" of our urban transportation networks which we may never be 


able to adequately finance. 


In the final analysis, money is a potent factor in all planning, and our lack 


of it in New Jersey has seriously undermined our transportation programs. 


As anyone who travels in New Jersey is perhaps uncomfortably aware, 


highways are now the backbone of our transportation structure. But we 
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must not forget that without the services of our commuter railroads, 
our metropolitan highways and especially the interstate bridges and 
tunnels would be congested to an intolerable degree in the morning and 


afternoon rush periods. 


Looking back to the 1860s for a moment, the growth of our railroads 
was encouraged by the Federal Government through land grants and other 
devices which, in reality, were subsidies. In the early part of the 
20th Century, railroads came to be regarded as monopolistic giants 
which should be regulated rigidly to protect the public. Now the 
wheel has gone full circle - the railroads are erying aloud for 


assistance in order to stay alive. 


The lack of adequate planning in the field of mass transportation 
was made evident with a shock when the New York Central Railroad 
decided to close down the passenger service, rail and ferry, of 


the West Shore Railroad. 


No amount of persuasion succeeded in blocking this move, which 
might well have been averted had the danger been recognized 
earlier. I feel fairly confident that had our Rail Division 
already been in existence then with the experience it now 
possesses, that plans could have been formulated to maintain the 


service. 


In any event, the service was discontinued and we succeeded in 
finding alternate modes of travel for the 3,000 odd commuters 
who used it only on the basis of very hasty expedients which 


demanded the utmost cooperation from the bus industry. 
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Then the State faced notices posted by the DL & W that it 


would cancel out all passenger service. 


This was the catylst which produced legislation authorizing 
the establishment of a Railroad Division in the Highway 
Department. At the last moment, New Jersey moved fast. 

With recent adoption of the Williams Bill, ‘the need for 
governmental action to keep mass transit alive has been 
recognized to some extent at both State and Federal levels. 
There has not been, so far, a Similar recognition at the local 


level. 


Thus, one of the questions which must be decided, and this very 
soon: Is mass transportation to some degree a public responsibility 


at all levels of Government? 


We believe it is. We also believe that it is an extremely wise 
and prudent investment on the part of the taxpayers. The rail 
plant of the carriers that serve our State represent a capital 
investment recorded in the billions of dollars. If this investment 
is allowed to "go down the drain" the impact upon employment, 

upon those who presently depend upon it for some portion of 

their investment income, upon the businesses it serves, upon 

the economy of the entire State would be far reaching. And, as 

we in the Highway Department have often pointed out, we 

presently lack the resources in terms of time, space and 


money, to replace the service represented by this investment. 
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If rail service is lost and if ever in the future we wake up 
to find that it is still required, the cost of replacement 


will be fantastically far above the cost of preservation. 


With these basic concepts in mind, allow me now to give you a 
brief resume of what the present State etcamen of preserving 
rail service is intended to produce, and if I may, I will 
endeavor to look into a very dense crystal ball to discern what 


may be ahead for us. 


From the very beginning the State's railroad program has had two 
objectives. The short term objective has been to retain the 
operation of all the essential railroad passenger service. 

The long term objective is to bring about the changes and 
improvements that will result in the essential service being 


operated on a self-sustaining basis. 


During this past spring § new Railroad Passenger Service Act 

was written which made two basic changes in the previous statute. 
The first liberalized the method of computing the amount that 
any carrier could earn under a contract with the State so that 

the amount of a carrier's subsidy would be based upon the 
deficits being incurred and the overall Finencial resources of 
the carrier. In other words - avoid the roads going out of 


business. 


The second major change was one that would permit the Railroad 
Division to participate with other governmental units, including 


the Federal Government, in carrying out either demonstration 
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projects or long term improvement projects utilizing its 
funds to match Federal monies. Most of you are familiar with 


our successful "Park and Ride" experiment at New Brunswick. 


Because of the very critical financial position of the Central 
Railroad Company of New Jersey and the imminence of the Aldene 
Plan, the Legislature was requested to provide us with an 
additional $1,500,000 so that the total funds available to 

the Railroad Division for executing contracts under the new 


law in 1964-65 would be approximately $7,500,000. 


The Aldene Plan is now under construction. The Lehigh Valley 
Railroad has been putting in turn-outs in its main line 

tracks, adjusting its signal circuits and grade crossing gates 
all in preparation for diverting its traffic to a detour track 
along the edge of its right-of-way to permit the main line 
tracks to be elevated and the grade crossings Ae Cat tas The 
track detour construction is now out for bids. We anticipate 
rerouting of the Jersey Central's main line trains will take 
place with next year's fall timetable change. Along with the 
grade crossing eliminations, the initial work also includes the 


construction of the connection between the Lehigh Valley and 


the Jersey Central at Aldene, a new station in Roselle Park, 


a new signal system on the Lehigh Valley between the Pennsylvania 


Railroad and Aldene with both tracks signaled for reverse 
running, changes in the signal system on the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road east and west of Newark station, storage facilities in 
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Meadows yard and new car servicing facilities at the Raritan 


Terminal. 


These represent a lot of planning, engineering, and I assure 
you plenty of headaches. However, this is only the beginning 
of improvements that we are proposing for the Jersey Central. 
The next step will be the construction of high level platforms 
at other stations, electrifying the route from the interchange 
with the Pennsylvania westerly to the Raritan Terminal with the 
Pennsylvania's 11,000 volt AC system and replacing the old 
coaches with high density, high performance individually 
powered commuter cars ~- with automatic doors. Some of the 
Jersey Central trains will then operate through to Penn 


Station, Manhattan. 


As we entered the fifth year of the contract program, July lst, 
1964, the flexibility provided by the 1964 law resulted in 
contracts being negotiated with all the carriers including the 
New York, Susquehanna & Western and the Reading Railroads. 

Both of these carriers, we are certain, would be pursuing 
abandonment petitions today had we not been able to provide an 
increase in their contract earnings. In addition, the $1,500,000 
that was separately appropriated and channeled almost entirely 
to the Jersey Central has not only breathed the breath of life 
in this carrier but has resulted in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission's approving an addi tional $3,000,000 loan to help 
this carrier through what we all believe to be the low point 


in its financial situation.

There is also some question as to whether the Pennsylvania- 
Reading Seashore Lines running between Atlantic City, Ocean 
City and Cape May and the Camden-Philadelphia metropolitan area 
would estes taken on the obligations of a contract this year 
had not we been able to increase somewhat the extent of its 


subsidy. 


Turning our attention to the second objective - putting the .suburban 
railroads on a break-even or profitable basis -- in my opinion, 
this may never be accomplished. We are convinced, however, 

that substantial progress in this direction can only be made 

as a result of considerable investment in modern railroad 
technology; in consolidating facilities; eliminating duplications 
that do exist in passenger routes, yards and stations, and, at 
the same time controlling the competition between bus and rail 
routes in the same travel corridors; involving the counties and 
municipalities in relieving the railroads of some of the station 
expenses; and, finally, reducing the tax liability of the 
carriers which will result in an indirect contribution by the 
municipalities. This latter, however, if so carried out would 


not be a "balanced diet". 


Some immediate tax relief for the carriers is assured. The 
State Tax Policy Commission has recommended that the Class I 
and III taxes - those retained by the State for general State 
purposes - be repealed. A bill to accomplish this just passed 
the legislature. Its effective date will be January 1, 1965. 
This will reduce the carriers' tax liability in the State 


approximately $2,500,000. 
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We probably cannot afford to continue the character of the 
suburban operation that has been traditional in New Jersey. 
Railroad operation, like everything else, must be modern to 
compete. We feel that our commuters must expect to use turnstiles 
and ticket-vending machines. They must heave modern equipment. 

but such equipment except on longer routes may not provide as 

much space per passenger as do most of the cars in operation 
today. The high density routes must be electrified to reduce 
operating costs to a minimum. And, in several places the 


lightly patronized lines probably cannot be continued. 


To accomplish the foregoing to any great extent will require 
considerable capital - capital which the railroads operating 
in New Jersey have refused or have been unable to produce - 
and furthermore some of them have said that they have no 
intention of making any investment in a service that holds no 


hope for becoming self-sustaining. 


Capital for improvements will then have to come from the 
various levels of government. This was initiated in New Jersey 
when the legislature voted funds to get the Aldene Plan started. 
There are also Federal funds now available with the recent 
passage in Washington of the so-termed Williams Bill. Under 
this bill funds for long term capital improvements will be made 
available to governments to cover up to 2/3 of the "net project 
cost" of an improvement. The N.P.C. is defined as that part of 


the cost that cannot be amortized reasonably by revenues it produces. 
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The language of the bill is clear in preventing any of the 
money from being used to subsidize operating expenses. This 
has sharpened up the obligation of the lower levels of 
government to be responsible for covering operating deficits 
to assure continuation of any service for which Federal grants 


for capital improvements would be sought. 


In order to obtain Federal funds on a 50-50 basis, however, 

the Administrator must determine that the facilities and 
equipment for which the assistance is sought are needed for 
Carrying out a program for a unified or officially coordinated 
urban transportation system as part of a comprehensively planned 
development of the urban area and are necessary for the sound 
economic and desirable development of such area. This is 
interpreted to mean that you must have a master plan and a 
program laid out to accomplish it. HHFA has indicated that at 
the beginning of the program all grants will be limited to 50% 
of the N.P.C. with the possibility of recovering the difference 
between 1/2 and 2/3 after two years - provided planning requirements 


have been met. 


There is another provision in the bill that would limit the 
amount any one State would receive to 124% of the total. The 
transit bill authorized a total of $375 million in grants over 

a three-year period and therefore New Jersey's maximum could be 
$47 million. To obtain this amount New Jersey would have to 

put up $47 million on a 50-50 basis or Ses midiion on a 2/3 - 1/3 


basis. $60,000,000 was appropriated for nation-wide use for 
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the current fiscal year. 


A program of planned capital improvements including replacing 
the present cars - about 99% of which are between 30 and 50 
years old - with modern air-conditioned coaches and self-powered 
units was set forth in a report issued by us in 1962. Total 


estimated costs came to $127 million. We can no longer 


delay in carrying out a program of buying new commuter cars and 

leasing them to the carriers, hopefully, on a self-liquidating basis. 

The first priority might be for cars to replace the Pennsylvania's 
multiple unit cars operated on its main line from Trenton, New Brunswick, 
Rahway and South Amboy. Second priority probably to the Jersey Central 

to provide all new cars for its operation into Newark. Probably the 

most expeditious way to obtain new cars would be to implement the 
legislation passed in 1959 in New York State by obtaining a State guarantee 
of bonds that would be issued by the ‘Port of New York Authority to purchase 
new cars. Such a program has been successful east of the Hudson River 
except in connection with the bankrupt New Haven Railroad. More will be 


said about this after the first of the year. 


Following the release of our 1962 report there were those who were 
critical because we were not imaginative; we had recommended modernizing 
the conventional two-track rail commuter network; we had apparently 


excluded monorails, air-effect vehicles and hydrofoils. 


In this age of nuclear power and supersonic speeds, of orbiting vehicles, 
moon shots and space travel it is difficult for people to become 


enthusiastic over conventional railroads even if you do give the 
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transit car a bright finish; good lighting and air-conditioning. 

They also feel it incumbent upon them to be ultra modern - and being 
ultra modern, they suggest astronomical programs serving up to hundreds 
of millions and then when we ask, "What do we use for money?" they say, 


"That's your job." 


What draws the interest is the Sunday supplement depicting super tubes, 
wheelless air-effect vehicles, guided autos and a variety of monorails 
as the new look in mass transportation that renders conventional 

systems as we know them obsolete and old-fashioned. Monday always comes 


after Sunday - wake up and be practical. 


Before we discard our conventional ground supported, two-track systems 


too hastily, let us look at cities with major new developments under way: 


San Francisco ~- 1 Billion conventional rail system 

Los Angeles - Rejected monorails after years of study 
Toronto ~ Conventional bus-subway system 

Montreal - Conventional two rail subway and elevated. 


All areas where travel density is great or where speeds greater than 
about 40 MPH are required, monorails have not been able to meet the 


practical operating need. 


But there is another side of the question. Monorails are suitable to 
meet specific transportation needs. In this country thus far they 

are used as a novelty attraction - a promotional gimmick. In other 
countries in highly developed areas they have been found suitable for 
point to point transportation as opposed to system use. For instartce, 


in Tokyo one has just been completed between the airport and the city 
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center. It is planned to have a maximum speed of 62 MPH. Friends who 


have just returned from Japan doubt it can so function. 


One last word on new mass transportation technology. We are of the 


opinion that nothing is available today to replace the standard railroad, 


train or subway for high density, fast movement of people. But what is 
most encouraging is that this country's largest. automobile, airplane and 
industrial equipment manufacturers are working hard on new concepts in 
transportation, and the competition among them is strong. A presentation 
that I observed recently at one of the world's outstanding experimental 
laboratories gave me assurance that we are standing on the threshold of 


a new era in public transportation, even if realization is probably six to 


ten years away or even longer. 


Somewhat in summary - I would like to point out that all of us here are 
vested with a great responsibility - not what we each of us as 


individuals can get out of it, but what we can put into it. 


We have as our job a complex transportation problem. With due recognition 
of all the economic, cultural and recreational values of our State, Lt 28 


possible as a harmonious team to bring order out of chaos. 


This State of ours is on the move - our Southern counties will soon be 
competing with some of our Central or Northern ones, all of which means 
we cannot confine our efforts to any one facet of our economy or any one area 


of our State. 


I am convinced that the people of New Jersey will see to it that their 
representatives in Trenton are duly apprised of the State's needs and the 
representatives will find the way and the means for New Jersey to move forward 


to meet the challenge of its inevitable growth.

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However, progress is still not good enough for the long range interests 
of the State. Much more important than measuring New Jerseyts relative 
standing with other States is a factual assessment of the adequacy of 
the present program to meet emerging needs for the total highway network 
and the likelihood that critical 1975 road requirement schedules cannot 
be met with present arrangements and resources, In these terms, the 


State of New Jersey has real cause for concern," 


In order to meet the need, the report proposes generally: 

1, Providing a large and stable source of funds, so that 
the Highway Department may arrange its schedules on the 
basis of three-year construction programs, 

2. Strengthening the professional staff, with emphasis on de- 
sign andright-of-way acquisition. 

3e Increasing productivity in the area of highway maintenance, 
through a planned program of training personnel to meet pro- 
fessionally established work performance standards. 

lh, Rearranging the organization relationship of the Department's 
major units and providing added staff at the management level. 


5. Expanding the Departmentts research and planning functions,

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In employing Booz, Allen & Hamiltion, Commissioner Palmer stated, "It 

is our insistence that your survey and the resulting report must be 
objective, frank and realistic. Your professional integrity requires 

that you present a candid evaluation of the present situation, citing both 
strengths and weaknesses. We feel certain that your proposals will 

be based on modern management principles, optimum administrative practices, 
and the best interest of the public without reference to political or 


special interest considerations." 


In its letter transmitting the Report, the firm stated, "Our eval- 
uations and our proposals are based exclusively and explicitly on our 
objective conclusions and represent our best professional judgment as
